support structure for supportind the rail member above a surface, wherein the supporte 
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structure comprises a base member, a first platform configured for supporting a first 
selected portion of the rowing machine, with the platform coupled to the base member 
and movable between a first position in which the first platform is generally level with the 
base member and the rail member is generally parallel to the surface and a second 
position in which the first platform is elevated relative tot eh base member and the rail 
member is either an inclined plane or a declined plane relative to the surface. The prior 
art of record further fails to teach specifics of the support structure including a base 
member, a first platform coupled to the base member, and a second platform coupled to 
the base member and a support lever having a juncture thereby forming an obtuse 
angle with the support lever having a first portion attached to the first platform, and a 
second portion attached to the second platform.
